I I. E3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant presented an argument(s) pertaining to the term "molded" (added in the prior amendment). It is fist pointed out that 
the claim(s) is drawn to an article/apparatus and that the term "molded" pertains to the method of manufacture, which is of 
limited weight in an apparatus claim. In addition, "extruding" is a specific process which falls within the broad term "molding". 
It is pointed out that the present specification states that the materials of the present invention may be made by "extrusion or 
injection molding" (page 3. lines 21-25). Thus, the mere use of the term "molded" is not intrepreted as required a distinct 
material as as as the product is concerned. Applicant states that the "molded" elemenUs) elimiates the needs for stapling or 
otherwise securing the element in a (tuft) hole in the head: however, the mannr of forming the element perse is not what 
eliminates. It is instead the foming of the elastomeric brislte/element on acommon base and the subsequent securing of this to 
the surface of the head that elimitaes the need of securing the element in a "tuft" hole than the pahcular manner of forming the 
individual element per se. For at least these reasons, applicant's arguments have been deemed non-persuasive and the prior 
rejection stands.
